He had every 
inducement to make his search as 
effective as possible, and he on the 
spot, after summing up the evidence, 
came to the conclusion that the 
tale of its existence was a Taoist 
dream, Some forty years later a 
visitor from Szechuen led by a wood- 
cutter, finds on the thrice-searched 
mountain the tablet, which be copies 
and has engraved on a tablet in the 
‘Taoist monastery of Kwei-men. So 
goes the story, but the copy was as 
intangible as the original, and no men- 
tion is made of it until the period 
Cheng-teh of the Ming dynasty (1506- 
1521) transcribed at second-hand from 
the pretended copy the tablet, and this 
transcription is the origin of the 
‘numerous copies now multiplied through 
China, Such.is the external history 
of the tablet. Its internal is senreely 
more assuring. From the pretended 
era of Yii to its discovery in the fifteenth 
century more than 3,000 years had 
elapsed, as Dr. Legge points out, 
During all this while it had remained 
exposed on tho summit of a mountain 
to all elemental vicissitudes. The 
climate of China with its alternations 
of heat and cold, of drought and wet, 
is particularly destructive to works of 
art, and the Doctor well states that the 
tablet could not have stood, where it 
was said to have done, for such a 
Jength of time and have been found in 
tho condition in which it was pretended 
it was. Moreover, tho tablet which had 
remained ineffaced for 3,000 years 
might naturally have been expected 
to survive in some measure for three 
hundred more. Strange to say, no 
one since the chance traveller from 
Szechuen who copied it and pre- 
sented the copy to tho Taoist mon- 
astery, has seen it since. Nor is 
the evidence of the characters more 
re-assuring. The character of inserip- 
tions takes its rise from the first mate- 
rials on which they are inscribed. We 
aro safe in assuming from a study of 
the various phases of the cuneiform 
inscriptions of Mesopotamia that they 
were originally impressed on a soft 
material with the angle of a square 
iustrumevt. We iu similar manner 
notice in the thin aud angular strokes 
of ancient classical writings, the sur- 
viving traces of the style and the 
wax tablets. Going back in China to 
the earliest ages with whose writings 
we are acquainted, we find that books 
were originally engraved with a sharp 
tool in slabs of bamboo, and we find 
the natural trace of this method of 
engraving in the old seal character 
composed of thin angular or simply 
curved lines. Such is the style of the 
earliest Chinese yemains handed down 
to us, About two centuries B.C. a 
change took place, and the pencil usurped 
the place of the graver. With the 
pencil a new style arose. The thin 
angular lino gavo way to dashes of 


varying width made with the soft point 
of the pencil, and Chinese ealigrapby 
has preserved this character ever since. 
A mere glance at the pretended tablet 
of the Heng.shan will convince the ex- 
pert that the caligraphist must have 
been well acquainted with the modern 
Chinese mode, and must have used a 
g the characters. In- 
deed the Chinese have founded a 
school of writing on the authority of 
the pretended find, aud deuominate it 
the “tadpole character,” from the 
fining ont of the ends of the strokes. 
Such an idea could only have originated 
after the uso of the pencil had become 
universal, and is really but a reversal 
of the commoner stroke of the Chinese 
which beginning fine onds with a heavy 
dash. In most characters both forms 
are united, but a forger by adopting 
the less common use of the pencil and 
after a study of tho older seal char- 
acter which ho sought to vary in a 
hitherto unpractised way, could very 
readily arrive at a formation similar 
to that of the pretended tablet. Alto- 
gether we must express our astonish- 
ment at so able a scholar as M. 
Lenormant being led to accept as 
authentic so baseless a story as that of 
the Tablet of Yii, and to found thereon 
a story such as he does of the Chinese 
Deluge. To the discussion of this latter 
we shall sometime return.

The case arising out of the attempted 
sale, by Messrs. Lane, Crawford and Co., 
of certain property forming part of the 
estate of the late Mr. E. M. Smith, came 
on for hearing at H.M.’s Supreme Court 
on Tuesday. It will be remembered that 
the property, which is said to have been 
conveyed to Messrs. Lane, Crawford and 
Co. by Mr. Smith, as security for the 
payment for goods purchased at their store 
by him, was advertised for sale, but an 
interim injunction was granted by the 
Supreme Court, on the application of Mr. 
F. P. Knight, the receiver of the estate, 
to restrain the sale, and it was now sought 
to make the injunction perpetual and to 
obtain from the defendants, Mr. J. Wilson 
and Mr. J. A. Harvie, partners in the firm 
of Messrs, Lane, Crawford and Co., the title 
they had obtained to the property, on the 
ground that Mr. Smith was of unsound mind 
at the time he made the conveyance. ‘The 
case was formally opened before the Chief 
Justice and a Jury, and Mr. Drummond, 
who was assisted in the conduct of the 
plaintiff’s case by Mr, Dowdall, occupied the 
whole day in an able and exhaustive open- 
ing address, dealing minutely with the 
history of the caso and the career of Mr. 
Smith from the time of his Santa Claus 
distribution of gifts in the Lyceum Theatre 
about Christmas, 1877, up to his death in 
November, 1878, At the conclusion of 
his address, Mr, Drummond explained that 
the plaintiff? was ready and willing to 
pay the defendants reasonable prices for 
whatever goods they had properly sold and 
delivered to Mr. Smith, and which had 
been disposed of for the benefit of his estate. 
‘The prospects of the proposed settlement 
were discussed with him by Mr, Hannen 
and Mr. Wainewright, the Couns 
pearing for the defendants, who wished 
for the terms to be set out in writing 
and an understanding arrived at as to 
whether they also referred to several 
other pending claims of a precisely similar 
nature to the present one, Arbitration 
was suggested, and finally it was under- 
stood the parties would take steps to see 
if they could not come to terms. Under 
these circumstances, Mr. Drummond asked 
for non-publication of his address to the 
Tury, ashe had entered into matters which 
it would be better were not made public in ~ 
view of the prospects of a settlement of 
the case, His Lordship agreed with Mr. 
Drummond, saying it would be very unfair 
if the address were published and the 
defendants did not have an opportunity 
of answering. Without an order he thought 
‘Mr. Drummond's wish would be carried out, 
in fact he had no doubt it would. The 
case was adjourned until ten o'clock the 
following morning, when it was announced 
that the parties had agreed to arbitration. 
‘We agree that it would be unjust to publish 
an ex-parte statement, and have accordingly 
curtailed our report in another page to a 
very brief outline of the proceedings.

At the moment there 
is probably less business doing than 
usual, and the native holidays have 
beon drawn out perhaps a shade longer 
than usual, bat this is apparently to 
be explained by the more assured 
position of affairs which led to a largely 
increased business being done anterior 
to the New-Year. Ovincident with this 
we may notice the small amount of 
comment with which tho Municipal 
Budgot was accepted on Monday, 16th 
inst., and the general acquiescence of the 
Ratepayers in a schemo of taxation 
involving increased expenditure on 
individuals towards the keeping up of 
the present comparatively satisfactory 
condition of the Settlements. It is 
probable that in the matter of publio 
economy Shnnghai is following in the 
steps of older. municipalities, an - 
well prepared to delegate to the Coun- 
cil and its Committees the general 
regulation of affairs, provided that no 
undue calls are made on the Rate- 
payers. In some respects the Budget 
for the new year affords an indica 
tion that, in spite of a number of 
years of unprofitable trade, there has 
been a steady growth of the Settle- 
ments, and that Manicipal Government, 
which might have up till a fow 
years ago been considered on its tril, 
has now taken a firm hold, and been 











found to adapt itself to the native as 
well as the foreign requirements of 


the locality. In fact the coufideuce 


of the Chinese in the Regulations for 


the Settlements has grown with the 
progress of years, and native capitalists 
vie with foreigners in their anxiety to 
become holders of land within Munici- 
pal limits. This shows itself in the 
increased returns paid from rates on 
Chinese houses, which in the twelve 
mouths between 1878 and 1879 in- 
creased by no less than 6% compared 
with 296 on foreign buildings. In a 
more unexpected quarter, but one which 
points to the advantage of improved 
roads, and indicates how much foresight 
will be needed in the future to provide 
proper means of communication, the 
increase has been still more marked, 
‘Wheelbarrows and jinrikslas, which 
in 1878 brought in Tis. 11,000 in aid 
of Municipal expenditure, in the fol- 
lowing year produced no less than 
Ts, 15,000. This tax if oppressive, 
would not be longin making its incidence 
felt, but at present, notwithstanding the 
amount brought in to the Municipality, 
it shows still signs of steady increase. 
Indeed during the busy period of the 
day our streets are assuming a metro- 
politan character, and the principal 
thoroughfares have become the recep- 


tacle of a steady flow of trafic. 
evidently impossible that in such a case 
the general body of Ratepayers should 


to enter on the discussion of details, 
and accordingly year by year there is 
less discussion of details, and it is only 
when topics of a public character, or 
involving questions of Municipal policy 
arise,thata Ratepayers’ Meeting interests 
the general community. Sach questions 
have ouce or twice arisen during the 
past year; notably on the policy of 
continuing to charge Wharfage Dacs, 
and at the last mecting with regard to 
a Water Supply. That public opinion 
remains fixed, and that votes are not 
givon at random as the feelings of 
the moment might influence them, was 
well shown by the acceptance uf the 
Council's Budget founded on the results 
of the special meeting in November 
last. Again, the commanity has evinced 
a uot ill-founded repuguauce to accept 
crude schemes for so important a matter 
as Water Supply, and havo insisted 
on the various proposals made being 
referred to a fall meeting with the 
requisite amount of detail. ‘he question 
whether the works should be under- 
taken by the community at large or 
left to a private company is not pecu- 
liar to Shanghai, and bas of Inte years 
been mooted in the more important 
municipalities at Home. The case of 
London is compared with Glasgow or 
Mauchester as an instance in point, and 
it is certai: consonant with the 
modern municipal spirit of Englund at 
least to make all such concerns muni- 
cipal property. As on all importaut 
questions of public policy, there is 
much to be said on both sides, and it 
remains for each to make its decision 
with regard to the balance of conveni- 
euces. The broad lines seem to be ac- 
cepted that a proper supply of water 
is a sanitary measure, but to be left to 
the personal decision of Ratepayers, 
and that therefore whether the supply 
be undertaken by a company or a 
municipality it shall be provided for 
by rates, ‘Ihe right on the other side 
of companies to cut off the water 
supply from tenauts in arrears bas 
Intely been called in question, on the 
grounds that water is a sanitary ueces- 
sity, and that, however careless an 
lividanl may be of his own health, 
he is not to be permitted to poison 
his neighbour. ‘The literature and 
legislation of water supply is an 
important point (becoming nore yolu- 
minous day by day), and as Shang- 
bai draws closer its connection with the 
rest of the world, it finds the neces- 
sity of conforming in its ways to 
what is practised elsewhere. Altogether 
the Settlements may be said to be 
taking a new departure. The experi- 
mental stage bas been passed, but the 
future of the place will depend upon 
the wisdom with which the less in- 
teresting but perbaps more useful de- 
tails of administration are carried out. 
Councils and Committees will for the 
future take the place of the large but

more important comitia, and the ex.

UNDER TWO FOREIGN SECRETARIES. 

‘Tae papers just received give us a full 
aud distinct account of Sir Henry 
Layard’s action in regard to the trans- 
lator employed by the Church Missiou- 
ary Society’s agent at Constantinople. 
This gentleman, Dr. Kéller, a German, 
was engaged in translating the English 
Prayer Book into Turkish aud be used 
the services of an assistant called 
Almed. Suddeuly, without any warn. 
ing or hint of hostile intention, Dr. 
KGller was arrested, We do not sup- 
pose that lie was treated with special 
severity, but le was detained for six 
hours, and his manuscripts embodying 
the result of months aud perhaps years 
of labour were seized. The unlucky 
Abmed was arrested by Ue bigh au- 
thorities and informed that by Moham- 
medan Inw he was guilty of a crime 
which deserved death. It is not easy 
to find a more unjustifiable exercise 
of high-banded authority than this. 
It is a case which stands out in marked 
contrast to many cases of so-called 
missionary persecution. Some few years 
ago, when the late Sir Henry Bulwer 
was Ambassador at Constantinople, an 
enthusiastic emissary of ono of the 
great religious societies insisted on 
announcing bis intention of preaching 
against the errors of the Koran on the 
steps of the Mosque of St. Sophin. ‘Tho 
result would have been a tumult in which 
the well-intentioned but over-zealous 
preacher would in all hkelihood have 
been torn to pieces by an infuriated mob, 
Fortunately Sir Edmund Hornby exer- 
cised a little friendly violence and pre- 
vented the rash attewpt at overthrowing 
the power of the Crescent from being 
made, A riot was prevented, and per- 
haps a valuable life saved. In the 
present case, however, as far as we 
know, the agent of the Church Mission 
ary Society exercised his calling in 
a perfectly justifiable way, and. tho 
principles of roligious liberty which 
Great Britain represeuts were grossly 
ontraged by the Turkish religionists, 
Tt was clearly an occasion for the dis- 
play of firmness, and Sir Henry Layard 
appears to have been perfectly success. 
ful in his course of action. It is 
interesting to read the account of the 
evasions and artifices of the Tarkish 
Government, aud when we peruse the 
narrative, we cannot help faneying that 
we are reading about a trausaction in 
Peking. The British Minister had 
given an ultimalaw, and this ultimatum 
he presented. Of course the Turkish 
official tried to put him off with excuses. 
He declared that Dr, KGller’s manu- 
scripts had been lost. He implored Sir 
Henry to wait until they could be 
found. He asked him not to choose a 
time like the Mussulman New Year’s 
Day to talk about unpleasant subjects,

Everything would be made right 
time. This was a peculiarly unsuit- 
able moment to intrude so unwelcomea 
topic on the Saltan’s notice. Just as 
over and over again the demands of 
Ministers at the Imperial Court ad- 
dressed through the Tsung-li Yamén 
have been baffled and frustrated, so did 
the high officers of the Sultan endeavour 
to obstruct the claims of the Ambassa- 
dor of Great Britain for redress. But 
we have at Constantinople a man of 
very firm character, and he is known to 
be ‘supported by 2 vigorous Foreign 
Secretary. Though the demand was 
played with fora time we kuow that 
the affair is now satisfactorily settled. 
The occurrence, however, suggests very 
painful reflections as to the apparent 
hopelessness of inducing the Turks to 
see their own interests. We have saved 
the Turkish Empire from dismember- 
ment, just as we saved the Chinese 
Empire from ruin, but still whenever 
opportunity offers the official class try 
to obstruct justice. We have never in 
these columns advocated the propriety 
of forcing the tenets of Christianity on 
tho Chinese at the canuon’s mouth, and 
we beliove a missionary is never so 
woak as when he leaus on the secular 
arm, but he does not cease to be a sub- 
ject by being a missionary, and the 
Bnglish aud German Governments 
have asserted a very important pri 
ciple by the action thoy bave taken 
in the case of Dr. Killer. One of 
the peculiarities of the case in which 
foreign residents in China may find 
at once a parallel and a contrast is 
worth noting. Dr. Kéller was bound 
by religious ties to Bugland as being 
tho agent of an English Church Society, 
but was by birth a German. When lie 
is maltreated, Germavy and England 
jointly assume the right to demand 
justice, aud get it, Miss Sullivan 
(Sister Louise), the victim of the Obi- 
nese at Tientsin was bound by religious 
ties to Frauce as a Sister of Charity, 
but was by birth an Englishwoman, 
Whon she was murdered, the French 
did’ all they could at. a lime of peculiar 
difficulty to seo the murderers punished. 
England did little or nothing, and prac- 
tically ignored the fact of Sister Louise 
having been a British subj 
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to end by those who can take it up. Com- 
pared with most Chinese novels which 
have been translated into European dress, 
the Erh-tou-mei, The Twice-flowered Plum, 
possesses little of that verbiage and nau- 
seous detail which at once turns the Euro- 
pean reader against thom. It is intended asa 
satire upon the lettered class in China, and 
in its pictures of the virtues as well as the 
crimes and weaknesses of the literati, it 
exposes the dangers and inconveniences of 
personal government. It is underlaid by a 
Buddhistic element rare-in works of the 
sort in China, while the influence of Taoism 
permeates the entire book. The inconve- 
nience necessarily arising from the succes- 
sion of such prime ministers as Lu-c'hi and 
Dei Liang-yii seems to have struck the 
author, as it must the reader. ‘The one is 
represented as utterly bad and depraved, 
the other asa miracle of virtue, public 
and private; neither in this respect is 
quite human, and the author probably 
felt this, and would have liked to suggest 
here and there the possibility of one or the 
other being actuated by ordinary motives. 
‘The Chinese reading public would however 
resent such an insult to their ideas of right 
and wrong, and so when the possibility of 
either is suggested in a way incompatible 
with the ordinary character of the in- 
dividual, the scene is changed in time to 
save the credit of the author. Like most 
Chinese novels the story has the slightest 
of historic foundations. ‘To satisfy the 
personal antipathy of the prime minister 
Lu-c’hi, Hing-yuen daughter of a former 
high official but living in retirement at the 
time of the story, is selected to be sentacross 
the frontier, with forty other maidens, 
as a bride to the Khan of the T'u Kieh. 
Hing-yaen had been previously espoused 
to Mei Liang-yii, the hero of the story, 
and their adventures form the groundwork 
of the story. Lu-clii it so happens, was a 
historic personage, being the favourite 
minister of the emperor Teh Tsung towards 
the close of the eighth century. More than 
one Chinese lady, too, has been sacrificed 
in attempts to patch up temporary, but dis- 
graceful pacts with the active invaders of 
the north and west. M. Piry is guilty of a 
mistake, almost unpardonable with his 
means of information and knowledge of 
Chinese, of confounding the T’u Kiieh with 
the Huns. The characters themselves are 
simply the nearest rendering into Chinese 
of the word ‘Turk, and it did not require 
much knowledge of history to be aware 
that the invaders of the eighth century 
were veritable ‘Turks, not Huns. His

We must confess to very considerable 
disappointment in this book, which we took 
up in the hope of seeing a characteristic 
thesis on the principles underlying the 
Religions practised by the Chinese, and a 
refutation of Professor Max Miiller’s very 
incorrect conspectus in his ‘ Introduction 
to the Science of Religion.” We are not 
going to blame the worthy Professor for 
what was simply the result of his ignorance 
of Chinese, and the necessity thereby en- 
gendored of leaning at second hand on his 
authorities, though doubtless intensified 
by his own imaginary fabric of Turanianism 
yet we should hail with pleasure a critical 
analysis of religion in China which dis- 
played the same intimate knowledge of the 
religious development of the Chinese race, 
as Max Miller has exhibited of that of 
the southern and western branches of the 
Aryan family. From the title of Mr. 
Faber’s book we naturally were led to ex 
pect such a style of treatment, and this 
the more so that Mr. Faber has already 
distinguished himself by a painstaking 
study of those early Chinese philoso- 
phers who, notwithstanding their rejection 
as orthodox by the more rigid fol- 
lowers of Kung and Chil, aro probably 
truer representatives of the body of Chi- 
nese thought than the orthodox writers 
themselves. It was therefore with regret 
that we passed over page after page of Mr. 
Fabor’s work in the hope of finding some 
elucidation of the science or practice of 
Religion in China, but except one or two 
quotations from the works of the philoso- 
pher Lich (Licius as Mr. Faber calls him), 
our search was in vain. We have but 
little sympathy with a priori arguments on 
the nature and growth of the religious 
faculty, and are decidedly impartial in our 
view, whether those arguments proceed 
from the pen of a Buckle or of a Dick. 
Nor are we much better pleased when we 
find them proceeding from an author like 
Mr. Faber under the erroneous title of an 
introduction to the Science of Chinese 
Religion, Mr. Faber may be perfectly 
correct in his statement on page 3 that 
religion is “apprehension of the Infinite,” 
or on page 13 that it is the “ manifesta- 
tion of a spiritual world of which the human. 
soul forms one link.” He is certainly cor- 
rect in refusing to call the “science” of 
religion theology, but he fails to see that a 
knowledge of the primitive religious faculty 
can only be attained by a comparative 
study of its developments in the theology 
and practice of religions as we are ac- 
qnainted with them, as we can only arrive 
at an abstract idea of what the original 
stock of a language can have been by a 
comparative study of its various dialectic 
descendants. Seen from his point of view 
we fail to discover any science in religion ; 
it is a matter of sentiment and feeling, and 
as far removed from scientific induction 
as Rousseau’s Contrat Social itself. Mr. 
Faber tells us that the book is to be 
accepted only as the “introduction” to his 
real work on Chinese religion. We are 
sorry for his sake that he has published it, 
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in its present form, as its perusal will 
effectually prejudice the student in his 
judgment of the work itself. We quite 
agree in Mr. Faber’s sincerity and con- 
scientious statement of his views, but we 
fear they will in no wise conduee to the 
better appreciation of his contemplated 


effort.

Among the remarkable occurrences of 
the age in which we live, the historian 
must of necessity dwell upon the phenom- 
ena that Japan has presented, coming up 
as it does to our idea as the fulfilment 
of the oft-quoted prophecy “a nation 
shall be born in a day.” An ancient feudal 
empire has been transformed before our 
eyes into a naseent constitutional country. 
It will be admitted by those who have most 
closely watched the transformation that a 
succinct narrative of the kaleidoscopic 
changes was a desideratum, and as for the 
general public, it may be assumed that they 
will regard the labours of Mr. Black to that 
end with marked favour, for in no other 
single work can one find such a history of 
this national regeneration as he has given. 

Mr. Black does full justice to the 
interesting race whose life for the past 
twenty-one years he has undertaken to 
dopict, and he seizes the salient points 
with artistic skill, rendering the narrative 
extremely entertaining. ‘The work is 
illustrated with photographs which greatly 
add to its value, Perhaps, if leisure allowed 
us to give the work a critical examina- 
tion, flaws might be detected, hut as it 
is, we can but award it the highest praise ; 
it is as readable as a first-class romance. 
‘We cannot, however, readily excuse the 
author for ignoring the name by which the 
Japanese wish their capital to be known, 
and retaining one that is obsolete. The 
capital and metropolis of Japan is Tokio, 
and not Yedo. 

Japanese hostility to foreigners is so 
much a matter of the past, that one can 
hardly realise that their assassination 
was at one time of frequent occurrence, and 
that up to a certain period the authorities 
declared their inability to capture the 
‘assassins ; the time came, however, when 
no further trifling could be endured. It 
waa on the occasion of the murder of tro 
English officers, Major Baldwin and Lieut. 
Bird, who were mercilessly cut down 
while out riding. Mr. Black's account of 
the execution of one of the murderers will 
afford an idea of his style, but it is too 
lengthy for us to quote now.

It is again snowing and has been for two 
days—this is the third fall of snow th 
winter. Generally, having no rain from 
October to May or June, snow is the only 
apparent moisture the young wheat gets ; 
a good fall and sunshine following, before 
the wind has time to blow it away, estab- 
lish the tender crop, and determine the 
quality of the wheat harvest. A fall of 
snow is a subject for congratulation, here 
as elsewhere. We never have the trouble 
to get rid of it that other large cities have, 
it takes the place of stone, not for building 
houses as it does farther north, but mend- 
ing the roads. ‘The road-menders by the 
aid of Jack Frost make hard level roads 
out of the soft snow, and in winter the 
roads are in their best condition. A day 
or so before last Chinese New Year we 
had « heavy fall of snow and though 
usually it is ‘the subject of rejoicing, it is 
very hard on the thousands of poor people 
who depend upon this season to increase 
their small stock of money by the sale of 
trifles on the streets, such as paper flowers 
and other ornaments that moisture spoils ; 
the trade being driven from them to the 
more fortunate possessors of covered stalls 
and shops, making good the saying “It 
is an ill’ wind. that profits no one.” 
Chinese are proverbially a thrifty race 
and try to get as much as. they can for 
their money—even at this season of merry: 
making does this characteristic show 
itself, in providing more for the feasting 
side of the merriment than the drinking, 
knowing that they get more good from the 
former ; the drinking element is not alto- 
gether omitted, but it forms a minor part 
in true Chinese feasts, and Chinese New 
Year, the greatest feast of the year, com- 
pares favourably with such times kept by 
Foreign nations who profess to despise the 
Chinaman.—Temperance Union.

Were the Society relieved of its debt, wo 
feel safe in saying that it would gladly 
expend all its surplus funds in making the 
place still more attractive. 

Tt unfortunately met with some loss last 
summer, in the embezzlement of funds, 
which as it appears, during the absence of 
the Treasurer, got into the hands of a former 
member. His sudden disappearance left 
various parties here out of pocket to the 
amount of about §1,000. His high pro- 
fessions of reformation seem only to have 
been used as a means of imposing upon 
those who were befriending him. 

A few days previons to the above annual 
meeting (on Thursday the 15th), a number 
of the ladies gave a tea at the hall, which 
realized the neat liltle sum of 55.00, in aid 
of the Society's work. It was followed by 
an entertainment, consisting mainly of 

nen. Everything passed 
tisfactory manner, and a 
pleasant evening was spent.

NEWCHWANG. 


At last we have received most of our 
missing mails, and your valuable N.-C. 
Herald to 18th December, with such a lot 
of reading matter generally that our forced 
Teisure hours will be well oecupiod for some 
weeks ; but what a pity it is that very few 
pleasures are unalloyed ! 

We are not satisfied that we have had 
to wait so long, seeing that almost every 
week since the port closed the Customs 
courier has safely arrived from 
tsin and could have supplied us with 
these stale newspapers weeks ago if 
they had been duly dispatched from 
Shanghai by the steamers which we learn 
have been running to Tientsin till about 
‘Xmas time. Whilst endeavouring to 
find out where the blame should rest, it 
has been pointed out to us that the eovers 
which have undoubtedly passed through 
Shanghai, as well as those direct from the 
Model Settlement, do not bear any Post 
Office stamp in Shanghai except that of the 
Customs. ‘That strikes us as a most ex- 
traurdinary omission, and one which we 
consider it our duty to point out to you, 
for it demands an explanation, as we believe 
the date of receipt by every Post Office, in 
all parts of the world, is usually stamped on 
every letter, &c. 

‘The wonderful quietude of our winter 
was fearfully upset by the most terrible 
fire that has ever taken place among 
foreigners here. Abour 11 p.m. on 20th 
January, a tide-waiter (Mr. Anatoyne) 

ced dense volumes of smoke proceeding 

the house on the Bund in the oceu- 
pation of Mr. Rodatz, storekeeper. Mr. 
Anatoyne tried to wake up the inmates, 
and as he could not succeed in this he foreed 
his way in, but having got as far as the bar- 
room he had to retire aost precipitately, 
being almost suffocated. He then roused 
Mr. Clyatt, who resides some forty yards 
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to the south of the burning house, the 
compound in which both dwellings are 
situated being owned by the latter. The 
neighbourhood was soon on the alert; many 
of our foreign residents went to the scene, 
and rendered such assistance as they could. 
Te was quickly perceived that the house 
where the fire oecurred—goodness knows 
how it originated—could not possibly be 
saved, so the Harbou-master, Mr. Deigh- 
ton-Braysher, with most praiseworthy 
promptitude and presence of mind, ordered 
his men to pull down some small outhouses 
leading from the burning mass to the 
southern premises, and as if by magic the 
progress of the fire was stayed. Ii is not 
too much to add that these efforts saved 
thousands of taels’ worth of property, and 
IT am very glad of this opportunity to 
record that Mr. Deighton-Braysher and 
thoso who so ably seconded him have 
earned for themselves the grateful thanks 
of the community as well as of the 
Fire Insurance Companies interested in 
the difforent properties saved. The Com- 
missioner of Customs (Mr. Palm) was there 
also, and so were several other prominent 
residents. Their presence did much to- 
wards keeping the rabble in order for some 
time. Unfortunately every chance was 
looked for by the lundreds of natives 
collected round the premises ready to loot, 
sack and pillage; and suddenly, Mr. 
Clyatt’s door being opened to the Taotai’s 
watch for the purpose of protecting the 
store, the mob rushed in, many of them 
armed with knives, and plundered, smashed, 
and behaved liked so many demons let 
‘Nothing short of this expression can 
‘an idea of the fearful havoc that 
took place. Some of the foreigners tried 
to restore order ; and one (a tidewaiter), in 
his laudable efforts to save some property 
Which was being carried off by a native 
armed with a knife, was severely wounded 
in the hand. Others considered prudence 
the better part of valour, and small blame 
to them under the circumstances. There 
was no. stopping the marauding savages, 
Who hed ital their own way, and looted 
to their heart's content till their occupation 
was stopped for want of something more 
to steal or destroy. A terrible punish- 
ment will be meted out to some of them, 
and I doubt whether the evening’s enter- 
tainment will bear the morninu’s reflection 
H.B.ML’s Consul has made his complaint 
to the Taotai, and it would not surprise 
me if the gate eastward of us be in due 
course trimmed with a few cages. conta 
ing some of the dirty heads who took ad- 
vantage of our great misfortune. 

On the night of the fire, Fab. r 
tered five degrees below zero. The 
wind was very strong from the North. 
You may imagine therefore it was not a 

easant. time fo turn out, and those who 
Ria so for tho purpose of helping their 
fellow creatures under such circumstances 
showed great courage. Fancy the pesition 
of some of the poor Indies who had to seek 
shelter, with their babies, away from what 
was at one period a very imminent danger. 
Tt was a most fortunate thing that the fire 
stopped after being so Iocalised, for all the 
pumps in the world would be useless in 
such cold weather—water, even if it could 
be got from the river close by, now frozen 
over to a thickness of about three feet, 
wwould freeze before it could be ejected from 
the pipes. We devoutly wish never to 
have such trouble again. 

Of business there is not anything to be 
said. ‘The roads are like iron now, and 
numberless carts laden with oil, peas, millet 
and other produce, daily arrive from the 
interior, and there is no danger that vessels 
seeking cargoes in the spring will have to 
return in ballast. *

‘A Naval Court consisting of James 
Troup, Esq., H.B.M.'s Consul ; President, 
John Deane, Esq., Lieutenant (N) H.M. 
Charybdis, and Robert M. Bunbury, Esq., 
Lieutenant, H.MLS. Charybdis, was held 
on the 4th inst. at the British Consulate 
to investigate the circumstances of the 
grounding of the schooner Mary, and the 
following was the finding of the Court 

‘The Court, having carefully and deliber- 
ately weighed and considered the evidence 
given before. it, is of opinion that the 

Taster committed an error in judgment in 
anchoring in the position he ‘did without 
first making himself acquainted with the 
nature of the bottom, and that this was the 
cause of the stranding of the vessel. The 
Court further considers that the Master 
ought to have taken steps to procure the 
assistance of the steam tug on his first 
arrival in Nagasaki, instead of proceeding 
again to the wreck, relying on the assistance 
of afresh anchor and Japanese boat and 
crew only. The Court further directs 
that the costs in this case, amounting to 
£2 sterling, be paid by the Master.

‘Meeting of the Yokohama Geueral Cham- 
of Commerce, on the 2nd inst., when the 
Chairman stated that he had that morning 
received a letter from the Mitsu Bishi Co., 
enclosing a copy of a resolution passed at 
the last meeting of the Hiogo and Osaka 
Chamber of Commerce, to the effect that 
“any alteration in the time of the arrival 
of the Shanghai steamer would be highly 
inconvenient, as it would entail, during 
the tea-season, working on Sunday.” 
Intelligence’ has reached the News from 
Qsaka of an unfortunate contretemps by 
which a distinguished foreign visitor has 
been subjected to some annoyance at the 
hands of the native police, while out shoot- 
ing. The distinguished visitor proved to 
be no less a person than H.R.H. Prince 
Heiurich, who was arrested. The Osaka 
Nippo of the 10th inst. says apologies have 
been tendered by the authorities of Osaka 
Fu, but the News understood they were 
not considered sufficient by the German 
authorities at Hiogo, and the whole matter 
would be referred to Tokio. if 
Foreign customs and innovations con- 
tinue to spread.

YOKOHAMA. 

‘The annual meeting of the Yokohama 
Jockey Club was to have been held on the 
afternoon of the 7th inst., but there were 
not suflicient members present to form a 
quorum. ‘The statement of accounts for 
the past year shows that the receipts are 
only about one half of what they were in 
the preceding twelve months, and that at 
present the Club has not a dollar in hand, 

‘Tho Hochi Shinhun says that an order 
has been received in Yokohama from 
London for 800,000 koku of rico. If this 
should be true the paper asks what rate of 
‘reight will the government company charge 
for its carriage from the producing districts 
to Yokohama? In the interests of Japaneso 
trade it was hoped it would not be more 
than double that from Yokohama to London, 

‘The Kodaka Marw, a sailing vessel, which 
left Yokohama on the 12th ult, for Yok- 
kaichi, with 1,200 boxes kerosene oil’ on 
board, took fite when off Enshiu-nada, 
The vessel was destroyed but the crew 
succeded in saving themselves by swim. 
ming to the shore. Almost every paper 
received from Yokohama contains a report 
of a fire in or near ‘Tokio, The most 
serious one occurred at  ‘Tachibanacho, 
Tokio, on the 4th instant, when it was 
estimated that two thousand five hundred 
houses, several godowns, and various public 
buildings were destroyed.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZELTES. 

January 20th.—No documents of import- 
ance. 

January 21st—(Court Circular.) Tho 
Governor of Shun-t'ien reports a fall of 
snow in the capital to the depth of four 
inches and upwards, 

(2) A decree from Their Majesties the 
Empresses. There was a decreo recently 
issued ordering the Grand Secretaries, six 
Boards, nine Chief Ministries of State,’ the 
Han-lin Yuan, Chan Shih Fu, and the Cen- 
sorate to consider the Treaty and Commer- 
cial Regulations negotiated by Ch'ung How, 
the memorials on this subject, submitted 
on repeated occasions by the Tsung-li Ya- 
mén, and the memorials severaily presented 
by ‘the Compiler Wang Jén-k'an, the 
Bachelor Shéng Yui, and the Groom of the 
Library Chang Chih-tung. We have now 
received the report of the Grand Secretaries 
and the others, together with three memo- 
randa from the Vice-President Chang Hsii, 
and memorials from vie President Wan 
Ch’ing-li, the Vice-President Chien Pao- 
lien, the Tutor Chou Té-jun, the Assistant 
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Supervisors Pao ring Chung Yun, and 
Chang Chieh; the Snpervising Censors 
Kuo ‘Tsung-chii and others, Hsi Shang- 
hua, Wu Chén, and Hu P'in-chih; the 
Censors K’ung Hsien-yi, Huang Yuan-shan, 
aud Tien Han-ch’ih ; with memorials from 
the second-class Secretaries Chang Hua- 
kuei and others presented by the Court of 
Censors. Memorials were also previously 
presented by Kao Wan-teng, Assistant 
Socretary of the Supervisorate, the Censor 
‘Peng Ch'ing-lin, the Sub-readers Wu La- 
yu and Wang Hsien-ch’ien, the Compiler 

‘i Yin-lin, and the Censor Yeh Yin-fang. 
Let all these documents be delivered to the 
Princes of the first and second order, the 
Ministers of the Presence, the Grand 
Council, the Prince and Ministers of the 
Toung-li Yamén, the Grand Secretaries, 
the six Boards, and the Court of Censors, 
who will again carefully consider the matter 
and report to the Throne. Let the Prince 
of Ch’un also join the Committee of delib- 
eration. 

(2) Memorial from the Censor 
Hsien-yi denouncing Wan Ch’ 
Governor-adjoint of Shun-t’ien, 
Gazettes of 10th and 12th January.) 

(8) ‘Tséng Kuo-ch'itan, Governor of 
Shansi, reports the donation of a hundred 
head of plough oxen for the sufferers by 
the late famine from the Princess So-lung- 
kuo-té shih, mother of the Prince Na-mu- 
chi-lo-wang-ch't-k’o, dzassalt of the Si-lin- 
go-lo tribe. He prays His Majesty to 
determine what mark of distinction shall 
be bestowed upon this lady as a recognition 
of her liberality.—-Referred to the Board. 

January 22nd.—(1) Memorial from Tény 
Ch'ing-lin, Keeper of the Seals, reporting 
an irregularity in the issue of patents of 
nobility and hereditary rank, It has 
hitherto been the custom, in the case of 
Dannermen, for applicants to obtain a 
stamped certificate from the captains of 
their respective banners, aud in that of 
Chinese, to procure a sealed guarantee 



































from an official at the Capital, while they | 


apply for these patonts through the pro- 
thuclal or metropolitan authorities as the 
case may be. ‘These applications, and, 
when the applicants have purchased theit 
patents, the certificates of purchase are 
received by the Boards of Civil Ottice and 
of War, which, after having examined the 
case and authorized the issue, send the 
documents in to the Imperial Chancery. 
The patents are there drawn ont, sealed 
with the Imporial seal and issued to the 
applicants, ‘The law does not specify the 
fainén through which they shail pass, so 
the: i ed direct from ‘the 
Imperial Chancery and at others through 
the Boards above mentioned. Such a 
want of uniformity is likely to give rise 
to abuses, and tho memorialist suggests 
that with a view to greater regularity the 
applications shall be handed in, and the 
utente issued, through the Boards of Civil 
Mice and of War.—Rescript : Noted. 
(2) Memorial from Ts’én Yii-ying, Gov- 
ernor of Kueichow, referring to @ memorial 
from Li P’ei-ching, the formor Governor, 
representing that the province was over- 
crowded with expectant officials, and re- 
questing that no expectants of office ex- 
cept those belonging to the “ proper path.” 
might be drafted there for one year. ‘This 
was granted by Imperial decree. ‘The 
memorialist now begs that, as there is still 
an unduly large number of expectant offi- 
cials in the province awaiting prefermont, 
the annual appointment may be further 
delayed for two years.—Granted by Re- 
soript. 
January 23rd—(1) A decree acknowledg- 
i ipt of a joint report from Shén 
sn, Chih Ho, and Liang Chao-huang, 
the high officers ‘directed to investigate 
certain charges brought against some minor 
ofiicials in Ohihli by the Censor Wén Yai. 
(See Gazette of 3rd December, 1879.) ‘They 
find that the sub-prefect Wang K’un was 
not a shopman who had purchased office, 
and that he did not, as alleged, open a shop 




















after he had become the magistrate of 
Pao-ti Hsien, nor did he exhibit want of 
energy in the collection of taxes while in- 
cumbent of that post. Various other charges 
against him are also not established. They 
cousider, however, that he was guilty of 
impropriety in purchasing a house in 
Peking while serving in the Shun-tien 
prefecture. He is accordingly ordered 
to leave the Shun-t'ien prefecture and re- 
turn to Chihli for duty, as is also the 
magistrate Chiang Chia-ch'tian, who has 
likewise been guilty of impropriety in com- 
missioning a relative to rent a tea business 
for him. The Board of Civil Office is 
further directed to inflict penalties upon 
them. The decree goes on to state that as 
there are no vacancies in the Shun-t'ien pre- 
fecture that can properly be filled by 
sub-prefects or assistant sub-prefects, in ap- 
pointing ofiicers to vacancies in this pref 
ture, the Governor must consult Li 
chang in the choice of nominees, and be care- 
ful to abide strictly by rules, which they are 
called upon'to draw up. Other suggestions 
made by the commission are sanctioned. 
In a separate memorial these high officers 
report that the regulations have not been 
strictly followed in the appointment of 
officers to acting posts in the Shun-tiien 
prefecture. ‘The Governor-adjoint and 
others responsible for these appointments 
are called upon to be careful in future 
that these regulations are adhered to. 

(2) A decree ordering a series of thanks- 
‘ing services to be held for the snow that 
has lately been vouchsafed in answer to tho 
State prayers that were offered. His Maj- 
esty will take a part, officiating, as usual, 
at the Ta Kao Tien. 

(3) A decree expressing the Imperial re- 
xrets at the death of Io Yin, Lieutenant- 
General of the Mongol Red Banner Corps. 
All official penalties recorded against 
his name are to be cancelled, he is to 
receive the posthumous honours allotted 
to Lieutenants-General, aud a donation of 
;. 1,000 is granted for his funeral expen- 
ses, while his son is appointed a probation- 
ary Senior Socretary in the Board in which 
he is now serving as second class Secretary. 

(4) Li Ho-nien, Director-General of the 
Yellow River, reports his convalescence 
and return to duty. 

(5) Ts’in Yii-ying, Governor of Kuei- 
chow, reports the escape of a criminal 
under sentence of death by strangulation 
while on his way from Li-p'ing Fu to the 
provincial capital. The men in charge of 
him had stopped for the night at an inn, 
and the prisoner, while they were a sleep, 
manayed to get out of the cage in which he 
was confined, and make his escape. When 
his guard awoke they found he had gone, 
and in spite of every effort, they could 
discover no trace of him, It’is requested 
that the acting Prefect of Li-p’ing and the 
assistant magistrate of P'ing-h’siang, who 
are held responsible for the carelessness of 
the guard, may, as a preliminary step, be 
handed over to the Board for the determina- 
tion of a penalty, and be required to effect 
the re-capture of the prisoner within a year. 
Should they fail to do so, they will be re- 
ported to the Board for further penalties. 
—Granted by Rescript. 

January 24th.—(1) The Grand Council 
were honoured with the following verbal 
decree : Let the memorials presented yes- 
terday by the Prince of Sa, and to-day by 
the Han Lin College, on behalf of Chou 
Knan and his colleagues, and by the Court 
of Censors on behalf of Shen Fu-yiian and 
his colleagues, be handed over to the Prince 
of Chin and the other high officers of 
state for deliberation and report 

(2) Memorial from Wang Ssii-yi, Acting 
Governor of Shénsi, reporting the rehear- 
ing ofa petition brought by Wang Shao- 
tstt, who on the 12th April, 1879, stopped 
the Imperial cortiye on its way to the 
Mansolea. The case is as follows : Wang 
Shao-tsu was a native of Fu-p'ing Hsien in 
Shénsi. A certain Wang Shih-hsien having 




































made improper overtures to his wife, he 








was bound and shut up by petitioner, 
but was afterwards rescued Sy his friends, 
Wang Shih-fan and others. Wang Shao- 
tsu appealed to the local authorities, but 
afterwards withdrew his case, on receipt 
of pecuniary compensation from the de- 
fendants. “His son afterwards dying of 
small-pox, he laid a plaint_ before the 
‘Shantung authorities to the effect that the 
Jad had been beaten to death, and on being 
refused a hearing, brought his case before 
the Magistrate of his own district. He 
declined, however, to accept the decision 
that was given, appealed to the higher 
Courts of the province, and then, without 
awaiting the trial, proceeded to Peking, 
stopped the Imperial cortéye at Tung- 
chow, and presouted his petition in whicl 

he gave a much embellished story of his 
w For this he was sent back to 
Shénsi for trial, and according to the law 
in such cases, was sentenced to military 
servitude at 2 near frontier, He was 
pardoned, however, under an Act of Impe- 
rial grace, and the sentence was not given 
effect to. ‘On returning to his home, his feel- 
ings of resentment that Wang Shih-hsien, 
the cause of all his misfortunes, should 
escape unpunished, led him to renew his 
appeal for justice. The case was once more 
given against him, and he, after selling his 
wife before the court, went a second time 
nx to complain. In addition to his 
ich he had made further 
considerable additions, he took two others; 
one relating to a ch of his district, 
‘Tuan Ping-liu by name, who had been de- 
graded for his connection with some dispute 
about water; and the other concerning a 
case of poisoning in a medicine shop. In 
order to present theso petitions he again 
stopped the Imperial corfige at Tung-chow. 
On being relegated to Shénsi for trial, he 
was condemned to banishment to a distant 
frontier, but he died in prison before his 
sentence could be carried out, With regard 
to the other two petitions presented by 
him, both the persons concerned are dead, 
and’ the matters complained of have not 
therefore been yone into. 

(3) Memorial from Liu Chang-yo, Gov- 
emor-General of Yiin-nan and Kueichow, 
reporting the capture of the rebel Li Yang: 
ts'ai in Annam on the 3rd of the 9th moon, 
The rebel Lu Chih-p'ing and his followers 
are still at largo, and the memorialist has 
issued orders for a strict watch to be kept 
on the frontier with a view to their capture, 
Reseript : Noted. 

January 25th,—(1) Té-k’o-chi-na, Assist 

Agent at Hami, retires on the ground 
-health. 

(2) Ching Féng and Hua Shang-ah report 
the ‘escape of an ex-oflicial from Station 
No. 11 on the military post-road, where he 
was working out a sentence of banishment. 
‘This individual, Chou Ch’i-ch’ang by name, 
was formerly Acting Magistrate of Ku-liang 
Haien in Kansu, and was banished in the 
year 1876 for extorting fees from the people 
when engaged in searching for cultivators 
of the poppy plant. Upon the disappear- 
ance of the convict being reported to the 
memorialists, they at once gave orders for 
search to be made in the neighbourhood of 
No. 11 and other stations, but without 
result. They have now accordingly for- 
warded a description of him to the Governor- 
General of Chihli, the Governor of Shan- 
tung, and the Governor of Ch’ahar, as well 
as to the Board of War. They have now 
to pray that His Majesty will direct the 
metropolitan executive to make search for 
the absconding convict. 

‘No other documents of importance. 

January 26¢h,—(1) Ch'ang Shun $j] 
is appointed Assistant Agent at Hami, and 
Sha-k’o-tu-lin-cha-pu, Imperial Agent at 
Barkul, is ordered to return to his post, 
Both officers are directed to proceed post 
haste to their respective posts by Govern- 
ment stages.

(2) A Decree. ‘The supervising Censor 
Liu Tsing memorialises that the abuses 
connected with the lekin collectorates in 
the various provinees are not of one des- 
cription alone, and he prays that orders 
may be given for the rigorous prohibition 
of the malpractices he enumerates.

Nan-p'ing, in the distriet of Sung-fan Ting, 
having ben more serious than at other 
places, officers were despatched there 
uring the month of August to report on 
the condition of affairs. These officers now 








state that towards the north and east of 
the above-mentioned district the damage 
was comparatively trifling, but that tow: 

the south the roads had been blocked by 
the upheaval of the earth, and the disaster 
was of a most serious nature. The natives 
had been ordered to repair the roads from 
Lien Shan T’ang to Ch’ai-mén Kuan on the 
borders of Kansu, a distance of 15 li ; 855 
houses had been destroyed, 228 people 
killed, 33 severely injured, more than 94 
piculs of seed already in theground rendered 
useless, and about six or seven tenths of the 
road either burst upwards, or fallen in, 
‘Turning again towards Nan-p'ing, 110 chang 
of the Camp wall was found to be destroyed ; 
in and outside the city towards the north 
and east, and in the neighbourhood of the 
Black River, there were altogether G01 
houses ruined, 30 lives lost, 16 people 
severely injured, about 18 piculs of sown 
corn destroyed, and from one to three tenths 
of the road torn up. ‘This makes a total of 
1,456 houses ruined, 258 lives lost, 94 
people severely injured, and 213 piculs, 
two bushels of sown grain, representing a 
grain tax for Tis. 35.89, destroyed. ‘The 
memorialist represents that although the 
roads above-mentioned are of no great 
importance for traffic, yet, as patrols aro 
coustantly passing and repassing, the roads 
and bridges must be repaired, besides 
which the Camp walls should be rebuilt. 
By employing the distressed natives as 
labourers a means of subsistence will be 
provided for them, and a double object 
will thus be attained. The memorialist 
therefore instructed the the Provincial 
‘Treasurer to issue Tls. 5,000 for expenses, 
and to send proper officers to superintend 
the works and relieve urgent cases of di 
tress. An account of the expenditure will 
be duly rendered on completion of the 
works, Proclamations have also been 
posted in the distressed district notifying 
the remission of the grain tax. ‘The Mem- 
bers of the Grand Council have had the 
honour to receive the following Decree :— 
We have noted the above. Let the Acting 
Governor-General in question instruct the 
officers deputed by him in concert with 
the authorities of the District concerned, 
‘ithfully to minister to the wants of the 
people in such wise that none shall be left 
homeless.

Mr. Lirtie next moved— 

Resolution 1P.—That the Report and Ac- 
counts for the twelve months ended 3lst 
December, 1879, be passed. 

He said the Report and Accounts had 
been in the hands of the Ratepayers for 
some time, and he did not think they 
called for very many remarks from him. 
On pages 52 and 53 of the Report was a 
comparative statement of the actual receipts 
and expenditure for the last year. The 
Ratepayers would no doubt have noticed 
that owing to the excellent provision made 
by the last Council, they found them- 
selves on the 3ist December, 1879, with a 
surplus of about Tis. 19,000 which was 
very satisfactory state of affairs ; but at tl 
same time it would be observed that the 
receipts mere increased exactly, or almost 
‘exactly about the same, that is, the receipts 
increased abont Tis. 19,000 above the esti- 
mate, which was no doubt due to the com- 
parative prosperity of the past year as com- 
pared with several previous years. These 
increased receipts, the result of this pro: 
perity, enabled the Council to make certain 
payments out of revenue that were not 
contemplated to be made out of revenue. 
They had finished, out of revenue, the 
Hongkew Police Station, which was to 
have been done ‘by debentures ; they had 
completed the improvements to the Bund 
and made it, as he hoped it would be 
seen to be during the coming summer, an 
ornament to Shanghai instead of what it 
was ; and they had made a footpath along 
the Bubbling Well Road, which they were 
now extending. On the other hand, there 
were certain works provided for in the 
Budget which the Council had postponed; 
but they had not neglected any necessary 
work. ‘They found it unnecessary during 
the year to carry out the bunding of the 
Hongkew Creek. It was a bunding that 
would have to be done, but it was not 
found necessary that tho work should 
be done during the past year. But 























now, however, buildings of co: 
weight were likely to ‘bo erected. at the 
corner of the Creek, and it was necessary 


that the bunding should be carried ont | 


during the coming year. The amount the 
Couneil did not spend on the bunding of the 
Creek was to be found mentioned on page 53 
of the Report, and was about ‘Tis. 4,400. 
On drainage, the Couneil had spent about 
‘Tis. 2,000 less than the estimate, but 
they had only done all work that was 
necessary. As regards landing stages, they 
found it only necessary to provide one 
pontoon instead of two, and therefore they 
had saved Tis. 4,000 on that account. 
On roads, they had spent a little more 
than Tis. 2,300 over the estimate, chiefly 
by improvements to the Bund. ‘The Public 
Garden had also taken more than was pro- 
vided for on the estimate, which was due to 
the greenhouse that had been erecjed during 
the year, and which had already afforded a 
great deal of pleasure to the residents as 
well as being necessary for the preservation 
of the plants. ‘The only other large item of 
increased expenditure was in the Fire De- 
partment, where they had exceeded their 
estimate ‘by something like ls. 2,300, 
which was chiefly due to the great destruc: 
tion of hose at the great fire in the French 
Concession in August last. The Rate- 
payers would see therefore that the increase 
and decrease in their expenditure as re- 
garded the estimates almost balanced, so 
that the Tis. 19,000 received over ‘the 
estimate became a surplus, and the Council 
had been able to work on it during the 
ear. While on the subject of the Report, 
e might mention that it had been usual of 
late years to hand to the Ratepayers at 
their annual meeting a Report on the 
Recreation Fund for the year. Certain 
delays had occurred this year in gettin; 
ready the accounts and in connection with 
the change of Secretary which had prevented 
the accounts being presented to-day, but 
they would be circulated amongst the 
Ratepayers interested at an early date. 
With these re and stating, as usual, 
that the Council ‘would be happy to 
answer any question within their power 
that any of the Ratepayer might wish 
to ask in reference to the Report and 
Accounts, he bogged to move the motion he 
had already read, namely, that the Report 
and Accounts for the twelve months ended 
Bist December, 1879, be passed. 

‘Mr. Antiypace had much pleasure in 
seconding the motion.

Mr. Litre explained that the taxes and 
license fees mentioned in the resolution 
were almost exactly the same as those 
approved by the Ratepayers at the special 
meeting held in November last. The only 
alteration was the tax on cargo-boats. On 
consideration the Finance Committee 
came to the conclusion that to raise 
the rate on cargo-boats from §1 to $5 
was rather a severe rise at one time, and 
therefore they decided to reduce the rate 
boais with a carrying capacity of 
over twenty tons and up to one hundred 
tons from $5 to $3, At the special mecting 
in November last the Council went rather 
fully into the proposed alterations of the 
general taxation. It was, therefore, hardly 
necessary for him to repeat what then took 
place; besides, during the intervening 
three ‘months the matter had been con- 
siderably canvassed and thrashed out by 
the Ratepayers. When they came to the 
resolution in favour of the Budget it would 
perhaps be necessary to explain a little 
more fully how the taxes and rates would 
make up for the proposed abolition of dues 
‘on goods. He thought there could be no 
doubt that they would make up for the 
dues, and he trusted the Ratepayers would 
agree to the resolution he had now the 
pleasure to submit to them. 

Mr. Fearox seconded. 

The motion was unanimously carried. 

‘Mr. Lirree next moved— 
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Resolution VI,—That the Estimated Expen- 
diture in the Municipal Budget for the year 
commenced Ist January, 1880, and ending 
Bist December, 1880, as proposed by the 
retiring Council for the Foreign community 
of Shanghai, together with the recommenda- 
tions attached thereto, be approved and 
adopted. 


He said the particulars with regard to 
this motion would be found at the end of 
the Report which had been in the hands 
of the Ratepayers for several days, and 
a summary, in a most compendious 
form, of the proposed expenditure was 
to be found on pages 22 and 23 of the 
Report. He had heard it remarked 
lately that the Council, or the retiring 
Council, had taken too’ optimist a view of 
the finances of the Settlement, and that it 
was doubtful whether the income they had 
proposed would be sufficient. However, 
the members of the Council had gone very 
carefully through the Budget, as well as 
the permanent officials of the Council 
who were most interested in the work of 
the Council going on satisfactorily, and they 
were of the opinion that the estimate was 
guite sutlicient for the work of the year, and 
thatthe Council might fairly look forward to 
a surplus et the end of the year—a surplus 
probably not of Tis. 19,000, but a good 
working surplus of ‘Tis.’ 5,000 or 6,000, 
‘The reasons for this he would briefly sum- 
marise. The land tax was calculated on 
the assessed value of tho land, which did 
not change during the year. ‘The general 
Municipal rate, foreign, was calculated on 
the rates actually paid last year ; and they 
had not taken credit for the increase on 
unoccupied houses, which the non-collec- 
tion of dues on goods would certainly—he 
would not say probably—bring about. ‘The 
Council had made no calculation for that, 
which was decidedly favourable to the 
Budget. ‘The Council had also based the 
general Municipal rate on Chinese houses 
at the same rate as last year, and Chinese 
houses were increasing daily. It was a 
constantly increasing tax, and the Council 
might look forward to the collection of at 
east Tis. 3,000 more than their estimate 
on this head alone. ‘There was no reason 
to suppose that the license fees would fall 
off at all. As the Ratepayers were aware 
the jinriksha tax was increased last 
year, and as was usual when taxes of 
this’ kind were increased there was an 
attempted strike by the coolies, but it 
passed off very quietly, and there had been 
the same competition for licenses at $1 as 
there was when the rate was 50 cents. 
There was no doubt that the Chinese fellow- 
residents were well able to pay the taxes the 
Council extracted from them. The other 
items of receipts were much the same as last 
year, Turning to the expenditure on page 
33 of the Report it would be seen that the 
Council had not cut down unnecessarily any 
item of expenditure. They had given the 
full estimate to the Police. The expenditure 
last year for pay to the police was Tis. 36,000 
odd, and ‘Tis. 8,000 odd fr medical 
aid, rent and incidental expenses, and 
they had estimated the expenditure this 
year at Tis. 47,000-odd. It was not 
likely, however, that the expenditure 
this year would be more than what it 
was last year, but it was necessary 
to keop a balance in hand to meet emer- 
gencies. Tt had been necessary to em- 
ploy extra police on the Bubbling Well 
‘Road in consequence of the increase of the 
carriage traftic. Things like that might 
occur again, and it was advisable to be 
prepared for them. They had also made 
a full estimate for the relief of the poor, for 
sanitary measures, and for lighting. They 
had done the same as regards the Surveyor's 
Ottice. They had reduced the cost of the 
telegraph lines because the Works’ Com- 
mittee came to the conclusion that the 
sum of Tis. 1,500 a year was more than 
should be paid for keeping them in order, 
and they decided to allow Tis. 700 for 
the purpose. For Public Works the Council 




















had allowed Tis. 50,000 against an ex- 
penditure of nearly Tis. 40,000 last year, 
so that there had been no cheese-par- 
ing in that item. On outside roads 
they had allowed Tis. 6,200 against some- 
thing like Tis. 5,000, and that would give 
sufficient to pay for the land necessary for 
the making of the Seward Road, Hongkew, 
if the Council could succeed ‘in getting 
it. The estimate for the Public Garden was 
reduced by the cost of building the green- 
house, as it would not be necessary to 
build ‘another one during the present year. 
Of the Municipal Loan it was considered 
necessary to pay off Tls. 8,700 which was the 
balance of the loan of 1872. In the Fire 
Department the Council hoped it would 
not have the extraordinary expenses of last 
year. The general charges were about 
the same as last year. But the expenses 
of the Secretariat would be less during the 
coming year, because the abolition of dues 
on goods had enabled them to dispense with 
the duties of the clerk whose sole duty was 
to make up the Wharfage Dues accounts 
and debit notes. The expense of the Vol- 
unteers showed a considerable reduction. 
‘They had now paid for nearly all the uni- 
forms, and the action of the Council in 
this respect had been very successful as 
regarded the Volunteers generally. ‘The 
attendance at the drills had considerably 
improved, the men showed greater interest 
in the work, and the Volunteers generally 
might now be considered as in a very satis- 
factory position. ‘The last item, Land 
and Buildings, falls from Tis. 8,600 to 
‘Tls.700, which was deemed sutticient for the 
small repairs that would be carried on 
during the year. He did not think there 
was any other point he need explain in 
proposing the resolution he had already 
Fibmitted to. the Ratepayers, but. the 
Council would be very happy to answer 
any questions, or give any information 
Ratepayers might require. 

‘Mr. Vourtemoyt seconded the motion. 

The Cuaron asked if any Ratepayer 
had any remarks to make before he put 
the motion to the meeting. 

Mr. J. Harr, who could scarcely be 
heard at the Reporters’ table, asked whether 
the Council had taken any steps to ascer- 
tain, if the resolution now before the 
meeting were adopted, and Wharfage Dues 
abolished, whether the Taotai would con- 
tinue to pay his annual contribution of 
$14,000. 

Mr, Lrrtte, in reply to Mr. Hart, said 
the Gouncil ‘had not thought it discreet 
to communicate with the Taotai with 
reference to his contribution of $14,000 
a year. The Taotai paid his wu 
contribution to the Council of the n 
bouring Concession where there were no 
Wharfage Dues, and the Council had good 
reason to believe that he would continue 
to pay his contribution to this Council. 
He might say that the Tactai had shown 
more interest in the Settlement than had 
been previously done. The action he had 
taken in deepening the mouth of the 
Soochow Creek was proof of the increased 
interest he took in the affairs of the Settle- 
ment {applause); and, further, the Tao- 
tai had kindly assured the Council, through 
Mr. Bailey, the Senior Consul, ‘that the 
Woosung Road was being repaired at his 
expense, that the bridges as well as the 
roads were being repaired, and that pun- 
ishment would be meted out to the par- 
ties who damaged the bridges and roads 
as soon as they were caught (Renewed ap- 
plause). 

Mr. F. B. Forues would like to ask 
whether the Council would be willing to 
make a slight addition to the amount to be 
paid to the Public Band. Tis. 1,000 was 
the amount that was put down in the Budget 
for the Band, and he would ask whether 
the Couneil could uot make it Tis. 1,500, 
looking at the public services rendered 
by the Band; and the fact of having 





















a good Band to accompany the Volun- 





teers was not to be lost sight of 
in considering the increased efficiency of 
that body. ‘The concerts given in the 
Public Garden three times a week during 
the summer months had shown what the 
Band could do for the enjoyment of the 
community at large during the hot weather, 
and he would suggest that the Council 
should allow the Band the amount he had 
mentioned, the Couneil having been in the 
habit for some years past of subscribing a 
certain amount towards the Garden con- 
certs. He pointed out that the Band dur- 
ing the last year had not paid its exponses, 
and if the income were not increased during 
the present year, if the community did not 
came forward in some way and contri- 
bute towards the expense, the members 
of the Band would have to be sent back to 
Manila at the end of their engagements, 
which terminated next September. Ho 
thought such a result would be generally 
regretted by the community, but there 
would be no alternative unless the income 
was increased in some way, The Band 
was organised and kept up on the most 
economical basis, and no attempt was 
made at profit in arranging the charges 
for the services of the Band, but notwith- 
standing everything that was done the 
current expenses of the first year were 
about Tis. 1,000 more than the income, 
He therefore hoped that the Couneil would 
see their way to make the Band a grant of 
Tis, 1,500 instead of Tls. 1,000. 

‘Mr. Lrrrze said with the approval of the 
Ratepayers the Council had no objection 
to adopt Mr. Forbes’ suggestion, on the 
understanding that the Tis. 1,500 covered 
the ordinary contribution to’ the Garden 
concerts. 

The Cuamatan explained that if there 
was no objection to Mr, Forbes’ suggestion, 
it would be adopted by the Council. 

No objection was offered. 

‘The resolution, with thi 
was then put to the vote and 
imously. 

Mr. Lrrmix said the next resolution he 
had to propose was as follows ;—

But the Council deemed it advis- 
able to bring it forward to enable them to 
buy land that might be required should an 
opportunity be presented to do so. 
fir. ARTINDALE seconded. 

Mr. Krxoswin1 begged to suggest a slight 
addition to the motion, that after the 
words “for the purpose of widening the 
streets of the Settlements,” be added, “and 
for making new streets if required.” 

‘Mr. Lrrrue announced that the Council 
had no objection to make the addition 
proposed by Mr. Kingsmill.

No objection was raised, and the motion 
was unanimously adopted.

‘That on completion of the entire Assess- 
ment, notice shall be given to each Land- 
renter, or his or her agent in Shanghai, of the 
value placed on the property in his ‘or her 
ownership, and at the same time complete 
schedules of the Assessments shall be de- 
posited for public inspection at the offices of 
‘the Manicipal Council. 

‘That thirty days be allowed from the 
delivery of such notice for any Landrenter 
or Agent to appeal in writing against the 
Assessment. 

‘That all appeals be heard by a Court com- 
joaed of the Committee serving on the Council 
for the time being, and known as the Finance, 

Rate, and Appeal Committee, whose decision 
shall’ be final. 

‘That in case a Landrenter or Agent does 
not appeal within the stipulated fourtecn 
days, such Assessment shall thereupon become 
binding for all purposes of taxation. 

‘That as soon ng practicable after the tinal 
adjustment of the re-asscssment, the schedules 
shall be pritited and circulated among the 
Ratepayers. 

‘He explained that the last assessment of 
land was made five years ago, in 1875-76. 
Since that time a large quantity of what 
was then waste land been taken in 
and built over by Chinese houses and 
roads made, and its value had been 
considerably enhanced. The terms of the 
resolution he had just submitted were the 
same upon which the Committee of 1875-76 
wore appointed, leaving out the assessment 
of ‘buildings which had become unnecessary. 
It had become the rule to collect the tax: 
on the actual amount of rental paid, which 
prevented a good deal of trouble, and it was 
more satisfactory to all the parties con- 
cerned. Ho thought it must be obvious to 
averyone who had watched the progress of 
the Settlement that the time had arrived 
when a re-assessment of the land was ab- 
solutely necessary, ‘and he trusted the 
Ratepayers would pass his resolution. 

Mr. Fearon seconded the motion. 

‘Mr, Waryewnrout thought that 14 days 
was very short time to allow for the filing 
of objections—21 days, he considered, 
would be more reasonable. He pointed 
out that in the case of an agent who had 
the management of several properties it 
would be impossible for him to look 
through the papers relating to the property 
for which be was responsible in the shoré 
space of 14 days. Twenty-one days or even 
longer would be far more convenient. 

 Lirrtz said the Council had no 
objection to make the time 21 days, or 
even a month, if it would be more con- 
venient. 

‘Mr. Wainewntousuggestedthata month 
should be allowed. 

The suggestion was adopted and the 
motion was then unanimously carried. 

‘Mr, Lrrriz next explained that a letter 
from Mr. F. B. Forbes, the Chairman of 
the Committee appointed to revise the 
Land Regulations, had been printed and 
circulated among the Ratepayers present. 
‘The Committee, of which Mr. Forbes 
was the Chairman, had worked very 
hard ; they had devoted themselves most 
conscientiously to the work of the revision 
of the Land Regulations, but it had been 
i ible to get the report and revised 
ions and by-laws ready for this 
meeting. In Mr. Forbes’ letter there was 
a aketel of what the report would be, and 
the motion which he had now to propose 
was—

Mr, Lrrruz went on to say that the Com- 
mittee took that interest in their work that 
good workmen were always reported to do, 
and they were anxious to be allowed to 
































































continue at their work until they had 
finished their labours. The members of 
the Committee deserved the best thanks of 
fhe Ratepayers for what they had already 
done. Their labours up to the present 
showed that their work would be of great 
value even although it might not be accepted 
in its entirety by the Ratepayers. He had 
no doubt they would agree with him in 
thanking them, and in asking them to con- 
tinue their labours until they were ready to 
present their report, which would be con- 
sidered at the special meeting of Ratepayers 
called for the purpose. 

‘Mr. Anrmparz seconded. 

Mr. Bucaxay remarked that if he was 
not out of order he should like to direct the 
tention of the Committee to the qualifica- 
tion of Municipal Councillors. The Com- 
mittee at the bottom of page two of Mr. 
Forbes’ letter, favoured “the abolition of 
the combined’ qualification, and they are 
also of opinion that any payment of a min- 
imum fixed sum in annual taxes is objec- 
tionable as a qualification. ‘They would, 
therefore, suggest thatall persons be eligible 
who either own land assessed at Tis. 8,000 
or upwards, or who are householders paying 
on rentals or assessed rentals of Tis. 800 or 
upwards.” If seemed to him that Tis. 800 
was a little too high to fix the qualification 
at, and he thought that the persons qualified 
to be members of the Municipal body should 
be limited only to the number of Ratepayers 
who were voters. 

‘The Onarean said the Report was not 
up for adoption. 

‘Mr. Bucwaxan thought it might assist 
the Committee if the present meeting ex- 
pressed an opinion on the matter he had 
mentioned. 

‘The Cuarmaan said that would require a 
special resolution. 

Mr. Fornes, the Chairman of theRevising 
Committee, explained that the Committee 
had gone very carefully indeed into the 
statistics of qualifying persons at different 
rates of landowners and house tax payers, and 
they had come to the conclusion, after very 
careful consideration, that Tis.’ 8,000 for 
Iand-owners and Tis. 800 for householders 
were the best figures to adopt. should 
be glad to show Mr. Buchanan the figures 
of the Committee at any time.

‘Sim,—Under the resolution passed by the 
Ratepayers at the special meeting of 12th 
November, 1879, Messrs. Hannew, Hart, How, 
Hubbe, Kingsmill, Morrison, Myburgh, 
Wainerright, Wetmore, aud ‘myself wero 
‘appointed by the Council as a Committee to 
revise the Land Regulations. Work was 
begun on 29th November, and the Committ. 
have since then held weekly meetings at the 
Council Chamber, at which the proposed new 
regulations drafted in the intervals have been 
fully discussed. Mr. R. F. Thorburn has 
kindly acted as Secretary. 

‘The Committee are able to report that they 
have just completed the draft of a new code, 
which they believe will embody all necessary 
fundamental provisions, leaving details to be 
expressed in the By-laws. But as there are 

importaut points not yet fully de- 
termined, and as the draft itself requires fur- 
ther critical revision, the Committee are not 
yet prepared to lay it before the Ratepayers 
por would there appear to be auy advanta; 
in doing so, until the proposed By-laws have 
also been framed. 

It seems, however, desirable to state at 
once the changes which the Committee are 
disposed to recommend in the qualifications of 
‘oters aud of Municipal Councillors, with a 
view to obtain some expression of public 
opinion before their final report is submitted.

‘The Committee think that it would be better 
to make the Municipal Body consist of all 
subjects or citizens of Powers having treaties 
with China, who either own land assessed at 
Tis. 1,000 value, or who are householders 
paying on an annual reutal or assessed rental 
of Tis.

‘The Committeo have endeavoured to define 
the powers of the Municipal Body more clearly 
d succinctly than bas been ‘done in the 
present Regulations, though with more detail 
than the Revision Committee of 1875 thought 
‘Many of the present rules for the 
acquisition and registration of land app. 
out of place in a Municipal Code, and the 
Committee have not embodied such in the 
proposed Regulations. ‘They think, however, 
that provision should be made for the com- 
pulsory surrender of land for publie roads, 
experience has shown how important it 
the Municipality to have a reasonable por 
in this matter. Much time has already b 
spent in drafting an Article for this purpose, 
in such a way that due compensation inay be 
secured for individual iuterests, aud there 
may be no interference with the jurisdiction 
of the Authorities concerned. 

With the above and some few other excep. 
tions, the Committee have sought rather to 
formulate the existing Municipal system than 
to propose any important changes, They 
will, with the approval of the Ratepayers, be 
glad to continue their work, and they trust 
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that their report when submitted, may be 
considered at a public meeting called for the 
special purpose.

He said in bringing this subject before 
the Ratopayers, he thought he need hardly 
refer them to what had already taken place 
on the subject of Water-works for Shang- 
hai, He thought most of the Ratepayers 
prevent were amare of the proceedings that 
‘ad taken place on two former occasion 
It seemed to him to be a generally adm 
ted fact that an abundant and constant 
supply of pure water would be a very 
desirable thing for’ the community. if 
that were the case, and they had a great 
many good reasons to believe it was so— 
they liad the opinion of the medical men 
in the placo that it waa very important to 
have pure water, and from a sanitary point 
of view there could be no doubt on the 
subject. As regarded the public require- 
ments, it was equally certain it would be 
a good thing to have an abundant and 
constant supply of pure water always 
available. “If this waa admitted the only 
point to be decided was whether such 
works should be undertaken by the Muni- 
cipality or by a public company. On 
this point he ‘would refer the Ratepayers 
to the report of the meeting held in 
May, 1875. The subject was then dis- 
cussed at great length. There were reasons 
advanced why the scheme should be under- 
taken by the Municipal Council, and there 
were also reasons given why’ it should 
be undertaken by a public company. | The 
Ratepayers decided that the Municipal 
Council should initiate matters by obtai 
ing from Home tenders from responsible 
Firms who had been in the habit of 
erecting Water Works in large towns. The 
Council were to send Home all particulars 




















of the Settlement, and when tenders were | 


received from firms capable of carying 
out the work the details of the scheme 
were to be submitted to another meeting 
of Ratepayers. ‘This was what was done 
at the meeting in 1875. The Council 
undertook to do what he had described, 
and they took a good deal of trouble 
to send Home the-fullest particulars and 
obtain the best opinions possible for the 
establishment of Water-works at Shang- 
hai, In the year 1878 the scheme was 
fully matured, and was laid before a meet- 
ing of the Ratepayers in March of that year. 


|The Council then brought their scheme 
forward, and it was decided, without a 
dissentient voice, that the Council should not 
undertake the work. From that time up to 
the present certain gentlemen in Shanghai 
had been working at the scheme, and they 
now asked the permission of the Municipal 
Council to carry it out on the strength 
of the resolution passed at the meeting in 
1878, that the Council's scheme be not 
carried out, They now came before the 
Ratepayers with a project they were pre- 
pared to carry out if the Ratepayers would 
grant permission for the Company to lay 
down their mains. He had heard it re- 
marked that the Ratepayers had not 
heard what the scheme was. That was 
perfectly true. It was not in their pro- 
vinee to lay full particulars before the 
Ratepayers until they knew the Council 
would be inclined to favour the proposal 
and help in its execution. ‘The promoters 
of the scheme would have a great deal 
of trouble and expense in preparing 
plans aud laying the details of the 
same before the Ratepayers, and then, 
if the Ratepayers did not wish to carry 
out the scheme all that expense and 
trouble would be thrown away. All they 
now asked for was for the Ratepayers to 
authorise the Council to look into the 
scheme at whatever time they liked, 
and if they thoroughly approved of it 
and found themselves duly protected 
and their rights secured, they should grant 
them the permission they asked for to lay 
down mains and give them facilitiesin carry- 
ing ont the works. ‘There were one or two 
reasons why the Ratepayers would gain by 
giving the Council this authority. ‘To begin 
with, if the Ratepayers decided for the 
Couneii to undertake a scheme of the 
kind, there would be a great deal more 
delay thanif it were undertaken by the Com- 
pany, who had their scheme thoroughly 
prepared. ‘Tho plans were in existence 
and everything was ready to commence 
operations as soon as they got the 
necessary permission from the Council to 
lay the mains in the streets. He did not 
think the Council could possibly bring for- 
ward a scheme now ; at all events, if they 
did, it would be reversing just what they 
did’ two years ago. The promoters of the 
present scheme did not ask the Ratepayers 
to sanction it; they only asked them to 
authorise the Council to consider and 
look into it, and if they approved of it 
to grant the permission asked for. Tho 
promoters merely wished that the Council 
should be asked to obtain information 
from them, and if they approved of the 
scheme to give them the necessary per- 
mission, and it seemed reasonable that the 
Ratepayers should authorise the Council 
to do this. In reply to a letter they 
wrote fo the Council, the Couneil i 
their answer said they were decidedly in 
favour of any well-matured scheme for the 
construction of a complete system of Water- 
works for Shanghai; but the Council 
was of the opinion that the initiative should 
be taken by the proposed Company, and 
that they should lay the matter before the 
Ratepayers and ask their cousent and 
| approval. It was on the strength of this 
letter that he now laid the matter before 
the Ratepayers. He did not know whether 
|the gentleman who signed himself “1. 
W.,”” inthe daily print, was present 
among them; he did not know who 
he was, but he had conceived a most 
erroneous impression of the works the 
company proposed to erect. To speak of 
a few hydrants here and there was pure 
nonsense, for their scheme was one that 
| would supoly all the houses in the Settle- 
iment that would pay for the water 
|used. The works the Company proposed 
to erect were of no mean dimensions, and 
| the supply, at the outset, would be about 
one million-and-a-quarter_gallons per da; 
The mains, however, would be of greater 
capacity than this, and they had made pro- 
vision for increasing the filtering power 














of the engines; therefore the impression 
formed by Mr. “VW. W.,” whoever he 
was, was entirely erroneous. There 
was one other point he should like to 
mention, ‘The correspondence that had 
passed between the Council and the pro- 
moters of the scheme had been published 
for the information of the Ratepayers, 
and it would be seen they were perfectly 
willing that the Council should have the 
right to lease the water supply if experience 
proved it would be worth their while to do 
so. ‘They proposed to have a clause in 
the Deed of Settlement giving them that 
ower, and also one to the efléct that the 

‘ouncil, after a period of years, should have 
the privilege to buy the entire works if 
they felt disposed to do so. 

‘Mr. Heazy seconded the motion, 

Mr. Warrre said he bad an amendment 
to propose, but he hoped in proposing it, 
he should not be credited or rather debited 
with having any hostile feelings towards 
this or any other’ scheme of Water-works, 
So far from that he was strongly of opinion 
that such works were urgently needed here, 
and he trusted the time was not far dis- 
tant when the Ratepayers inight be in the 
enjoyment of a plentiful supply of clean 
water in all theit homes and bath rooms, 
He thought, however, that in a matter so 
important to all the inhabitants of the 
Settlement, nothing should be done hastily, 
aud that it'was desirable that any proposal 
should be very carefully considered, before

Mr. G. J. Monnisox, after carefully 
roading the ameudment, begged to second 
it, and wished to make’a few remarks of 
his own, Mr. McLeod, hte said, had referred 
to the proceedings of a meeting held a few 
years ago, at which he had said it w 
decided that the Council should not under. 
take the construction of Water-works, He 
presumed that Mr. McLeod had a copy of 
the resolution that was passed on that 
occasion. So far as his own recollection 
of it went, it was to the effect that the 
Council should not accept the tender 
of M Laidlaw and Sons, That 
was his impression of the motion that 
was then passed, but he had not a copy to 
refer to. 

‘Mr. McLop read the resolution brought 

forward by the Council on the occasion 
| in question, which was to the effect that the 
|tender of Messrs. Iaidlaw and Son be 
accepted, but an amendment was passed 
that the word “not” should be inserted, 
s0 that the tesolution passed read that the 
tender of Messrs. Laidlaw and Sons be not 
accepted. 

Mr. Lrrrce said that, as the mover of 
the amendment referred to, it was the 
| intention at the time not to accept Messrs, 
| Lsidiaw’s tender, but not to prejudice 

the whole question. 

Mr. Monnisox said that was also his 
impression with regard to the resolution 
passed on the former occasion, He 
thought it was the duty of the Ratepayers 
to check a monopoly if they could. He 
inferred that the movers of this scheme 
[intended to ask for a monopoly; at any 
| rate he supposed they would not leave the 
| matter open for another company to step 
lin and lay down pipes when they were 

doing a good business, but Mr. McLeod 
‘had said they did not want a monopoly. 
| Mr. MoLeop said that certainly the com- 
pany did not ask for a monopoly. 
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‘Mr. Monrisox thought the promoters 
of the scheme had lef it open to 
others to suggest difficulties in not 
laying the details of their scheme fully 
before the Ratepayers. They asked the 
Ratepayers to authorise the Council to 
grant them facilities to carry out their 
scheme when they had absolutely no 
information before them on the subject, 
which was rather a strong proposal, he 
thought, on the part of the new Company. 
For his part, he was strongly in favour of 
‘the Municipality undertaking any work of 
this sort themselves. His reason for this 
was principally, that the payment for 
water was best’ made by a rate, mean- 
ing thereby a payment to be made by 
everybody, calculated on his rental. 
course there would be a difference according 
to the nature of a building... It could not 
be expected that a godown should pay for 
water at the same rate as a dwelling-house. 
‘What he meant was, a rate to be paid 
irrespective of the parties taking the water 
or not. He did not know whether the 
proposed Company intended to ask for such 








a power. He presumed they did not so 
intend at present, 
Mr, Warvewntont—They do not. 





Mr. Morrison said if they did not in- 
tend to do so, they must intend to sell 
the water to the people and to charge 
them in accordance with the quantity they 
used, or perhaps they would undertake 
to supply houses of a certain class at 
certain rates. At all events, they intended 
to sell the water. Then what power had 
the Ratepayers to make them supply the 
kind of water they wanted? The water 
would be supplied by very good people, 
and no doubt they intended to act fairly, 
but they were not only good people, but 
they were pretty strong people, and it 
might be a little difficult to insist on the 
Company supplying their water to the ex- 
tent the Ratepayers wanted it, and it 
would never do to allow pipes to be laid 
down in the public streets by any Com- 
pany, unless they were bound to sup- 
ply water to every person who asked 
for it, and in suflicient quantities at a 
moderate rate. Further, nothing had been 
‘said about the charges they intended 
to make, which he thought should be done 
before the Council went so far as the 
resolution suggested. The only proviso 
in the motion that the facilities 
asked for should be granted subject to the 
right of the Council to purchase the Com- 
pany’s works or lease the water supply. No 
doubt the Council would be putin possession 
of all the details of the scheme, but he 
thought it was advisable that the Rate- 

ayers should have a few more of the cou- 

itions before they acted in the matter. 
Certainly, he thought the Company ong 
to fix some rate to charge for the wat 
‘They did not know at present whether the 
rate would be fixed or limited in any w: 
nor did they know on what terms the Gouneil 
could purchase the works if they felt dis- 
posed so to do. They did not know for 
instance whether the terms of the purchase 
would depend on the cost of the works, 
as shown by the capital account. He did 
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not mean to insinuate that the Company , 


would not act. fairly, 
of that sort could ‘not work with a 
closed capital account and there was a 
tendency to charge ev:

possible. He deemed it ad 
there should be some check 
particular, as the inducement to place 
everything to capital account was too 
strong for anybody (laughter).

That was a matter he 
thought the Ratepayers might well leave 
with the Council, who would be able to 
suggest any other protective clauses they 
might think reasonable. Reference had 
been made to the proposed purchase by 
the Council being based on the capital 
account after the Company had been work- 
ing for a few years, and everything had 
been placed to capital account. He was 
not acquainted with the working of that 
kind of company; he did not know whether 
it was the case with the Woosung Railway 
‘or not ; at all events he could assure them 
that the promoters of the present scl:eme 
had nothing of the kind in contemplation. 
He failed to see that the Municipal Council 
could construct and manage the works 
cheaper than a public company. He had 
hot heard. that ‘this was the experience of 
the Council in the management of their 
different establishments. ‘The police depart- 
ment, for instance, he did not think was 
carried on at a very cheap rate. He 
should think that a Company dependent on 
their earnings for dividends would be 
likely to carry on the works more 
economically than the Council. He re- 
minded them again of the nature of the 
resolution, and asked them to have con- 
fidence enough in their Council to allow 
them to consider the proposed scheme, and 
to act as they thought best after mastering 
the details of it. 

Mr. Kixesmit pointed out that in the 
resolution, the promoters of the scheme

Being thus shorthanded, I encouraged youny 
‘men to come to us as dressers, principally with 
the view of using them in the wards, but alw 
in the hope that the many opportunities for 
medical education the hospital afforded might 
not Ve altogether lost. { succeeded after a 
time in collecting « tolerably sized elvis, in 
organising in getting the members to 
work with some approach to enthusiasm. Iu 
this way the present system of medical edue- 
tion began. 

‘The students were, until a few months ago, 
all of them Christians, each of them recom: 
mended by one or other of the Protestant 
Missions, and his appointment was endorsed 
hy the Missionary Secretary. By selecti 
Christians I thought 1 had’ some guarantes 
for good conduct, and possibly that I might 
strengthen, thou, ‘a humble way, the 
hands of the Missionaries.

To enable those lade to practise they 
had some way or other to be supplied 
with medicines aud  instraments, ‘They 
were all of them poor, ‘The hospital of 
course could not fit them out, and with 
the exception of myself there was no one 
whom they could look to for ausistance, 
was therefore in a mensure forced into the 
position I hold towards these Inde, At tho 
Duteot I gave them distinctly to understand 
that their success would depend on their own 
efforts; that though to begin with they might 
borrow from me what they wanted, yet they 
would have to repay me within a reasonable 
time; that they would not be petted aud 
bolstered up by mo as if they were very 
wonderful phenomena ; ani tbat they lad to 
fight the battle of life and the cause of 
Uleir profession iy an honest, manly, and ius 
dependent way. My dispenser was ine 
structed to supply them with medicines

gress of foreign medical science in China is 
that it should be started by the people, who 
finding it of use, will demand it, pay for it, 
and get it. 

Tam awaro that having acted on these 
convictions my motives have been miscon- 
strued by some who have not taken the 
troublo to ascertain the exact facts of the 
cage, or who have different views of the func- 
tiona of medical science aud the way it should 
be presented to the native; but I helieve I 
have acted properly and followed the only 
sensible course open to one who has the 
interests of humauity aud the profession at 
heart.

VOYAGE OF THE U.S.S. “ RANGER.” 
(Temperance Union.) 

By the last U.S. Mail we received in- 
telligence of the safo arrival of the U.S.S. 
Ranger at Honolulu. We copy the foilow- 
ing report of her trip to that port from 
Yokohama, from which it will be seen 
that she had a rough voyage. ‘The report 
is taken from The Pacific Commercial Ad- 
tertiser, Honolulu, for 20th December, a 
copy of which was sent us by Ensign B. 0. 
Scott, formerly on the U.S.S. Palos, and 
well known in this port :— The 
gunboat Ranger, third rate, 4 guns, 125men, 
and 1020 tons displacement, arrived at this 
port on the morning of the 19th inst., 
44 days out from Yokohama, Japan, The 
Ranger's original destination on leaving 
Japan was San Francisco, but at midnight 
on the 28th ult., while in'Iat, 38° 33° N., a 
terrific cyclone was encountered, which with 
the combined aid of a very’ heavy sea 
carried away boats, masts, spars, and did 
other damage that required the Keeping 
away for this port. ‘The reports gle 
from authentic sources are as follows 
‘Left Yokohama, Gth November, U.S.S. 
Alert in port. At midnight of the 28th 
November, in lat., 39° 34 N., long. 176° 
98’ E., encountered a heavy cyclone, wind 
blowing from S.W. to N.W., carried away 
forestaysail ; at 12.25 p.m. of the 20th, 
shipped a heavy sea which carried away 
gig and whale boat and stove in. other 

joats, forced in iron ports on starboard 
side, ‘and filled decks with water; carried 
away mizzen-topmast and caused mizzen- 
mast to break two iron beams and settlo ; 
sea also broke through ward-room skylight, 
doing considerable damage to ship's provi- 
sions and officers’ clothing. All this time 
the ship was rolling heavily, and it was 
almost a matter of impossibility to go from 
one portion of the vessel to the other 
without being washed away. One of the 
men, stationed at a life-buoy, was washed 

board, but the next séa returned him 
inboard and he was secured. The force 
of the sea was prodigious, iron davits of 
from three to four inches in diameter 
being broken off like pipe- or else 
twisted as if of straw. The gale lasted 
about 40 hours, and on account of the 
condition of the boats and lack of provisions 
it was deemed prudent to keep away for 
Honolulu. The lowest stage of the barom- 
eter was 38° 63', midnight of the 28th. The 
damage will amount to about $10,000.’”
